tion of the silver bill :it the present ?','3- 
s on of concre^s. No action \viia taken 
on the resolution, but it was regarded 
as significantly foreshadowing the course 
ol the silver bill when it conies up to- 
morrow.

strength at the outset of the proceed- 
ings tudny and by a vote of oG to 2V dis- 
placed the morning business and took 
up tbe silver hill before the regular order 
had been reached. 


Mr. Vila-iot Wisconsin then took the

SAN FRANCISCO, February 19.— The 


greatest wiae deal that has ever taken 
place iu the United SUttes was consum- 
mated today. It involves the sale of 
19,1 00,000 gallons and the lease of sii 
of tbe largest wineries in tbe state by 
tbo winemakera' corporation. The pur- 
chaser and lesee is the Caliteruia "Wine 
Association, an organization of seven of 
the principal wino dealers of San Fran- 
cisco. The transaction means that thu 
wine producer can hereafter muke a 
profit and that the big dealers will be 
merchants, leaving to the grower and 
presser a clear field for his industry and 
enterprise. 


When about ten days ago the Wine- 


makers' corporation soid at first 1,000,- 
000 gallons of dry wine to Lachman & 
Jacobi it gave to the Winemakera' AB3O- 
ciiition an option of an equal amount at 
t ie same price, namely, 12}** cents a 
gallon. This option would have expired 
tomonuw. The Winemabera* Associa- 
c.intion, instead of merely taking 1,000,- 
000 gallons of wine, purchased 4.00.1,000 
pallon» of the crops of last year and 
1893, and contracted for 5,000.003 iral- 
IOIH a vear for tbe three succeeding 
years. The price of the 4,000,000 gal- 
lons is 12>a ci;nts a gallon, hut that for

fixed hv future markets. The wine 
s to be delivered in SAU Francisco at 
the rate of 600,000 gallons a month, cash 
uayjuents to be made in the month ol 
each delivery.

Arizona are hostilo to the proposition of 
the war department to remove the 
troops from San Carlos Indian Agency. 
San Carlos ia under tho direction ol 
General McCook, department of Colo- 
rarlo, and only a few months ago it re- 
quired the presence of soldiers to put 
itown an outbreak of these Indians in 
which tbe whites bad no show one way 
or the other. What the citizens moat 
tiitris, with the troops removed, the In- 
( ians will have their principal euurce ol 
revenue uxtinguished and they will then 
be driven to desperation by starvation 
and inaulGcieiit clothing and will com- 
mence to murder and pillage settlers 
and their homes aa in years past. Army 
otlicers are now a unit in endorsing the 
proposition of the Washington author! 
tips to take the troops away. 
It is claimed that there are now 4000 


Apache Indiana located near the agency 
and that the effect of tbe proposed re- 
moval is hardly realized hy tbe Indians 
who heretofore have furnished nearly nl 
the fuel, wood, hay and barley consumed 
hy the military, besides finding sale for 
various other products of their iHrms. 
Notwithstanding all these revenues the 
Indians have suffered for the necessaries 
of life, and the majority have had to go 
hungry for 6eveml days in the week 
The legislature ot Arizona has sent a 
petition to congress asking that body 10 
use its influence to have tbe war depart- 
ment rescind tbe order of lemoval.

Cleveland's recent bond deal as "the 
ilackest ever made by an administration 
n dealing with American eecnritie?." 
Senator Wolcott says that the President 
IBE "assailed the credit of the country." 
This gives an idea of some of the feeling 
a the Senate. 
In tbe House Van Voorhia introduced 


a resolution which is so fall of food for 
uerioua thought that it should be read 
by everybody. It follows: 


Whereas, On Friday last the President 


entered into a private contract in writ- 
ing with certain persons to borrow ?U3,- 
000,000 of gold upon 4 per cent thirty- 
rear bonds of the United States at a 
•ate equivalent to 4% per .cent prem- 
um; and 
Whereas, Bonds exactly similar issued 


eighteen yeara ago and having only 
,welve years to run were selling on the 
New York markets on that day at a 
nremium of 1J£ per cent, and at that 
rate these thirty-year bonds are worth 
119K; and 
Whereas, A cablegram from London 


ahowe that English capitalists are ready 
:o pay a premium of 12 per cent on the 
bouds; and 


Whereas, The ways and means com- 


mittee of thia house, not comprehend- 
ing the reason which actuated the execu- 
tive in selling so many millions of bo~ds 
at a premium of 4>» per cent when a 
premium of 12 per cent could be and 
much more ought to be obtained, on 
yesterday had tbe secretary oi the treas- 
ury before it and examined him in rela- 
tion thereto, and obtained a copy of 
said written contract and all informa- 
tion which the secretary of the treasury 
could give on the subject; aud 


Whereas, The information thus ob- 


tained has not been communicated to 
the house, and, 


Whereas, At this stage of this con- 


gress it is a matter of such momentous 
importance that it is desirable and the 
rijzut of this house to know what infor- 
mation the ways and means committee 
has received in relation to this loan. 


Resolved, That the committee o 


ways and means of this house repoi 
immediately all the testimony, evidence 
and statements furnished to it by the 
Secretary in relation to that loan, in- 
cluding the contract made with any per- 
son or persons concerning the eame. 


In response to tbat resolution it was 


stated that tbe majority report of tbe 
ways and means committee would con 
tain the contract between Cleveland 
and the bankers. Van Yoorhis ia on 
the right track. 
If bonds similar tt 


these are selling at a premium of 19>: 
percent, and if Engiidh capitalists an 
ready to pay a 12 per cent premium on 
these identical bonds, the issue will be 
nothing less than a crime against al* 
the people who must pay the indebted 
ness thus incurred; as a financial trans- 
action it is indeed "the blackest ever 
made by an administration in dealin] 
with American seenrities." 


It ia a matter of patriotism with whicl 


partisanship should have nothing to do 
now tbat these charges are specifically 
made in the United States Congress, tc 
Eee that they are either proved or dis- 
proved. If they are proved it will then 
be time to deal with Grover Cleveland 
if they are disproved tbe people can 
breathe easier with such a dishonor re 
moved from them.

ORANGE TREES AND EARLY VKli- 


The Host Sorions Storm in ihe Mem- 


ory of the Present Gen- 


oration. 


ATLANTA, Ga., February 15. —The 


worst snowstorm iu the memory of the 
present generation is now prevailing 
throughout Georgia. In Atlanta it has 
iallen heavily since early morning, and 
ihe ground is now covered with five 
inches of snow on four inches of the 
[rozen remains of Sunday night's storm. 
The trolley car system is paralyzed, and 
practically no business ia being trans- 
acted. The streets are given over to im- 
provised sleighs, and merry snowball- 
ing parties are enjoying the unaccus- 
tomed sport. 


At Darieu on the coast, the ground is 


covered with snow four inches deep. 
This is tho first timo in the history of 
this ancient town that such a thing has 
happened. Twenty years ago there was 
a fall of anotv, but it wag gone iu two 
hours. There has never been such a se- 
vere spell of weather as has been expe- 
rienced for the last few weeks. AU the 
orange trees and early vegetables are 
killed. 


Thomasvillft, the famous winter re- 


sort, had a three-inch fall of snow last 
night and sleigh bells are ringing in the 
streets, tho first in the history of the 
town. 


At Qnitman the first snow that has 


fallen since 1870 fell last night. It began 
at 7 o'clock and continued for two 
hours, a bout three and one-half inches 
falling. Tha situation is a novel one to 
Quitman and business is supended with 
everybody. 


At Buchanan the snow and sleet has 


stopped all sawmills and other works in 
the country. 


In Telfaro cpunty tbe heaviest snow 


ever known in this section fell lasl 
night to the depth of three inches auc 
turned into si fine eleet this morning 
Cattle on the range are dying from the 
effects of the protracted cold weather.

A MISTAKEN OPINION. 


In beginning an article ia opposition 


to the income tax the San FranciEcc 
Call says: 


There has been no law enacted b; 


congress since tbe close of the civil we 
which has been HO universally detested 
by the American people aa the statute 
which imposes upon them an income 
tax. 


More to the same effect follows, in 


which, amonc other thincs, the "genius 
of our people" ii said to protest agains 
the tax. 


The REPPBMCAN is in no way inclined 


either to attack or defend the incoun 
tax at this time, hut it marvels greatK 
thattln Call supposes the'law to b 
"universally detested by the American 
people." Whence does it obtain such 
an idea? Certainly not from tho es 
pression of the mass of people, for they 
have exprepped no euch opinion. Did 
the San Francisco paper evolve the idea 
from its inner consciousness? 


The statute is indeed detested, hu 


that, detestation, we take it, is rathei 
exclusively confined to the class whom 
it directly aiTects. The members 
that class have expressed disapproba- 
tion enough, but such expression 1; 
generally been confined to them and 
their mouthpieces. If this be not eo 
let the reader say when or where he has 
heard any objection from tho common 
ranks of men, 


Tbe law may be good or bad in prin 


ciple or in operation, p.nd either fact 
may be demonstrated—for instance, ii 
may be stated that under its provision! 
about 200 men or corporations iu the 
San Joaquin valley will next year 
more into the govemmbnt exchequer 
than it has heretofore received iu the 
same district and durinn an

length oE time from internal revenue 
and that may be an argument for or 
against the tax—but it is useless, or 
rorae, to assert that there is univeraa! 
detestation of the. statute, when any 
man in almost any part of the nation 
tins but to inquire among his neighbors 
to ascertain that Euch is uot the case. 


Such a tax on incomes may or may 


not ibe unjust and un-American, but 
truth will compel the admission thit 
sentiment aeainst it is manufactured by 
and largely confined to the class whom 
:t directly affects. Perhaps this is owing 
to human selfishness, perhaps to eome- 
thing else, but we believe the fact to be 
as stated. 


LEGISLATIVE EMPLOYES. 


The San Francisco Call gives tabu- 


lated statements oi the senate and as- 
sembly attaches and employes, their pay 
per diem, etc., and from Its Ub'es the 
following facts are epitomized: The 
eighty members of the assembly have 
1-17 employes (nineteen statutory), or 
nearly an average of two to each mem- 
ber. To these employes ia paid $783 a 
day, which will amount to $46,963 foi 
the 
session. 
The assemblymen are 


talented enough in the matter of "re- 
membering their frirnds," but it is in 
the senate that this variety of abilitv 
assumes the proportions of genius. The 
forty senators have 1G3 employes (nine- 
teen statutory), or more than four to 
each honorable member. To them 
paid $834 a day, which will amount to 
(50,040 for the session. Now sum it up 
OHB hundred and twenty legislators 
have 310 employes, an average of more 
than two aud one-half employee to eacl 
legislator. To these "hired men and 
women" is oaid $1017 a day, amounting 
tof97,0jo for the session. All this ia 
most unfortunate, for tbe reason that 
with this 
single exception—and we 


write it not as a partizan but BS a citi- 
zen— no legi-lature of recent years has 
made as good a record of loyal rep.ird

The avidity with whicl 
the bonds ar« being taken up showi 
that the wail of President Clevt'lam 
that the credit of this government ia un 
ilanpered ia unfounded. It also provi 
that the government would have bet-i 
?aved thft amount pocketed by the syi 
dicate had it sold the bonds in open 
competition. AM if this were not al 
ready getting into the financial quag 
mire deeply enough, the administration 
made a most cx-raordinnry concession 
to the syndicate. A clause waa insert 
ed in the contract giving tho latter tlv 
absolute refusal of any and all bonds o 
tbe United States which may be offerei 
for eale by thu government from Octo 
bcr, 1S95. This provision was "exai-t 
tfl" by Banker Morgan, it is paid, 
is not surprising, iu view of all this 
that the patience of the people is giviii; 
out and that they nov condemn loutll; 
w hero they were before silent. In ex 
tending to this syndicate such profitable 
terms and giving it a refusal of an\ 
bonds that may be hereafter issued, th 
administration has handed the conntr; 
over to the tender mercies of as uu 
scrupulous a school of mouey-Bharkg a: 
ever infested toe financial ecu.

"Wy readied tho Wolf mountain, in 


UJQ Big Horn country, cno day in ftp- 
ttiiubor," ta.kl II. i», Tiutlt-, formerly nu 
army engineer, "while to tbosouth wer. 
dimly visible tlio outline* of the Uattle- 
fiiiako mountains. These names were 
given to UK-SI! mountains by Loth 
Crow ai:d Sinus Indian*, \vho n^u 
thbin with lion-fir. Latoou ilia flfteni 
of onr first tl-.iy in tJiwo mountains I 
Kiit nil of my nnrty to camp, about two 
miles to thcj smith west. Going forward 
with my ir:insit to wlii-re 1 had sent my 
head ilaj'nnn, Iphitvd it in jiJcotitm 
told him liu cuuld return to camp, 
had to remain in order to uiuko an as- 
tronomical observation early in tho even 
ing. 


"Taking off I:i3 belt, which held a 


hugu revolver and a sheath knifo about 
a foot in ipjigtb, ho haudud it to mo. 
aayiug that I miyht nerd it after dark, 
as ho hud just eocn a small pack of 
wolvra ahead. After ho had gouo I look- 
od over tlio ground about me nnd paw 
that I was ou a flat topped hill covered 
with largo bowlders and small stones, 
but entirely destitute- of vegetation. 
Seating myself beside a big bowlder, I 
took out ray notebook and began writing 
np my notes for the day, when darkness 
suddenly reminded me that it was about 
time to niato my astronomical observa- 
tions This was Boon owar, and I started 
off at a briak walk toward onr camp. 


"I had not gone over a hundred yards 


" whou I KIW, u fow foot ahead of mo, a 


long, black object lying directly in my 
path. I wnntwl n walking stick badly, 
and was stooping down to piok it up 
whon I noticed the end of it farthest 
from mo was white. Taking a match 
from my pockot and tearing a leaf from 
tho back of my notebook, I soon had 
the desired light, and what was my hor- 
ror to see that tho supposed stick waa 
nothing but ouo of tho deadly green rat- 
tlesnakes, completely paralyzed by tho 
ohilly night air. 


"Another light snowed that the white 


object was tho snake's rattles. So old 
was ho that his rattles had turned whita 
Holding my revolver within a foot of 
his head, I flredand blawit entirely off. 
Eat now cnmo nu other surprise, which 
for a moment mado roe tremble. The re- 
port of my revolver had awakened doz- 
ens of rattlers who had sooght shelter 
under the looso rocks before sunset. The 
sounds camo from all directions, and 
sorno seemed closo to my feet. 


"To one who has been in tho forest 


and hoard tho noiso made by hundreds 
of locusts ho can readily roali?.o my situ- 
ation, for tho. buzz of a rattlesnake is 
exactly like tho buzz of a locust Tho 
only thingnowfor mo to do was to stand 
in my tracks all night or make my way 
back to tbo bowlder from which I start- 
ed, hut there was a difficulty, for in tho 
excitement 1 had forgotten the direction. 
But'whero there is a will there- is n 
way,' and by stooping low down and 
scanning tho horizon I soon detected the 
outline of my transit against the sky, 
nnd cutting off tho rattles I was soon bo- 
sido the bowlder mid filled with excite- 
ment enough for ono night, 


"Sitting down by the bowlder, I made 


up my rniud to pass the night nt that 
spot and waa BOOH sleeping as Eonndly 
as ono can in tho open air, with only a 
canvas coat and the mercury below freez- 
ing. 
About midnight I was suddenly 


aronsod by something trying to pnll of? 
the shoo from my left foot In an instant 
I caught tho glaring eyes and outline of 
a wolf. He had given up his grip as he 
saw iue move, and mechanically I seized 
my revolver, which I had left lying in 
my lap, and lired as best I could with 
my half frozen hand. 


"A loud ye'' showed that ho had been 


struck, ami immediately a dozen or 
more wolves who had been closo by set 
up a howling, which in tho still night 
air could have bueu heard for milea 
^onnd. For an honr or two all was 
quiet, 'when a solitary howl a fow yards 
from mo w&s answ.orctl by a dozen oth- 
ers not 100 yards away. It was ton rtarl; 
to ECO an animal of tho size of a wolf 
more than 30 feet away; but, trusting to 
luck, I took tho direction of t!se pack as 
Lioar as possible and sent; three shots at 
them 09 r.ipidly as I conld firo. 


"A couple of yells showed two had 


been hit, most probably by glaiiciiig bul- 
lets. Soon after this the hmvling of tbo 
wolves ceased, and for awhile all was 
quiet again. 


"Aa soon as it was light enough I 


picked up tho string of rattles which I 
had secured tho night before and found 
there- were JO, and a3 the 'button' wiw 
missing he may havo had several more. 
A few rods from my transit lay the 
cleanly picked bones of a wolf which ono 
of my random shots had killed during 
the night, mid on which the coyotes had 
mado a snabtautial meal, but, not satis- 
fied with this, they had devoured the 
big rattler I had killed, head and alL 


"Returniiig tocamp, I ordered ono of 


my men to cut ten small poles, not less 
than eight feet in length, and to wake 
me up at 10 o'clock. At "Ihat hour we 
all started for tho place where I had 
passed tho night. Hero wo found, as I 
had expected, tho warm rays of the sun 
had brought out the snakes from their 
hiding places to bask in tho sunhsiuo. 


"We were greeted with a defiance not 


nnliko that of a thousand July locusts, 
and tho work of destruction began in 
real earnest. 
In one hnnr and ten min- 


utes onr bag contained 213 rattlers, 
varying from ouo foot to over three feet 
in length, and of a dark green color. 
Only two were found whoso rattles had 
turned gray. 
Wo conld have destroyed 


hundreds moro had our time not been too 
valuable to waste in such sport We saw 
but fow rattlers after leaving tins point, 
but tho wolves made night hideous until 
\70 reached tho Little Missouri river, a 
mouth later."-—Kansas City Journal

Waterways built from tho beginning 


of tho eighteenth century to the firsl 
quarter of tho nineteenth century were 
regarded amplo to meet tbo requirements 
of trade at tho time they were construct- 
ed, and thero was in many instances a 
irogressive improvement iu thoir dimcn 
rions aud appurtenances. But while the

and light In Hcrudon's "Valley of the 
Amazon" therois a queer paragraph de- 
tailing the effect prod weed on tho feath- 
ered inhabitants of those tropical forests 
by tho esrnpfires lighted uvury night by 
tho party. Traveling aa they did for a 
considerable part of tlio time through au 
uninhabited jnngle, it is quite possible 
that most of the birds had never beforo 
ieen tho light of a fire, and as soon i 
the hlazo began to shine through the 
leafy arcades the birds, and particularly 
tho parrots, dropped every t: 
camo to look into tiio matter. They camo 
in thousands, tho trees in thu vicinity 
wero loaded down with them, nnd scores 
of throats poured forth opinions on the 
subject, all offhand nnd purely extem- 
poraneous, but noun tho less voluble or 
londly expressed. Tho uproar raised by 
the parrots was sometimes deafening. 
They came as close as they dared, form- 
ed o circle in tho trees at a few feet dis- 
tant and shouted to oue another about 
tho matter until sleep for tha party was 
out of the question. Shooting at them 
and killing a few of the nnruber were 
tried, and with good effect, for tho rest 
jcattcred instantly, but only to return 
In ten minutes and renew the discussion 
ns vociferously as ever.
